Pincher Told Park Highway Not 
Likely to be Rebuilt This Year; To 
Rebuild No. 3 From Macleod West 

Mr. Fallow’s Statement to Pincher Representative 
Is His First Public Mention of Pass Highway Im¬ 
provements For This Spring And Summer 


A despatch from Pincher Creek 
to the Lethbridge Herald at the 
week-end carried the first refer¬ 
ence Hon. W. A. Fallow, provincial 
Minister of Public Works, has 
made regarding proposed improve¬ 
ments to tlhe Crows Nest Pass 
highway this spring and summer. 

Pincher Creek Board of Trade 
has been endeavoring to have Mr. 
Fallow rebuild, re-survey and re¬ 
route certain portions of the 
Finoher-Watenton highway and if 
at all possible bard-surface the 
highway. To further its attemlpfs 
for this improvement it sent a 1 
solicitor representative to inter¬ 
view Mr. Fallow at his office in 
Emonton. During the five minute 
interview which the representa¬ 
tive was allowed Mr. Fallow made 
the following statement: 

“He intended to start re¬ 
building the Crows Nest high¬ 


way from Macleod west, as 
soon as he could get machin¬ 
ery on the job.” He further 
stated that he did not think it 
would be possible to rebuild 
the Pincher Creek—Waterton 
highway this season, but at 
the same time admitted that 
it must be rebuilt and that it 
would be repaired sufficiently 
this year to carry the traffic. 
The many wires sent from the 
Pass last week to Mr. Fallow re¬ 
garding the disgraceful condition 
otf the Pincher Creek-Crows Nest 
highway has brought no direct 
reply from the Minister but it is 
thought Jhere that Mr. Fallow has 
indirectly replied to them through 
his statement to the Pincher Creek 
representative knowing full well 
that his interview would be pub¬ 
licized when that representative 
made his report to the Pincher 
Board of Trade. 


Proposed Increase In Coal Royalties 
Will Have Serious Affect on 
Alberta Coal Mining Industry 


Alberta coal mine operators 
were stunned at tkje news of leg is 
latiom being presented to the Al¬ 
berta Legislature to greatly in¬ 
crease 'the royalty on Alberta coal. 

Ait the present time coal opera¬ 
tors pay a royalty of five cents per 
ton on coal produced from lands 
held under lease and seven cents 
per ton produced from lands pur¬ 
chased from the crown.. The Alber¬ 
ta Government proposes to in¬ 
crease these royalties to twenty 
and twenty-five cents respectively. 
This will result in an increase in 
the cost of a ton of coal of fifteen 
to eighteen cents. 

Repreisenatives of all coal min¬ 
ing interests have protested this 
addled burden to the indusry. The 
mining companies claim hat they 
are financially unable to absorb 
any increase in costs. This fact is 
well borne out by the findings of 
the Royal Commission on Coal 
which recently presented its re¬ 
port. It was found that many of 
the mines of Alberta and Canada 
required financial assistance in the 
way of subsidies from the Domin¬ 
ion government in order to keep in 
operation. It is evident that even 
the strongest mining companies in

Alberta would not be able <to bear 
the increase in royalties without 
passing the burden on to the, con¬ 
sumer. 

The price coal l s a present 
under the control of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board wit^ the 
result that mining companies could 
not increase the price without the 
approval of the Board. However 
increasing the price of coal would 
(tentainly not improve the competi¬ 
tive position of the Alberta mines. 
Coal producers in the other pro¬ 
vinces of Canada as well as those 
in the United States will not be 
called upon to pay this additional 
impost nor ask a corresponding in¬ 
crease for their products. Thus 
they will have a further advant¬ 
age over the Alberta mines, in the 
markets of Canada and elsewhere. 

If the Alberta government persists 
in its policy to increase coal royal¬ 
ties it may well find that it has 
“kilted the goose that laid the gol¬ 
den egg”. The coal industry is 
most important to the province of 
Alberta. It supplies direct employ¬ 
ment to about 10,000 persons and 
sustains many times more. Any 
action that would harm the indus-

JOHANNESBURG.—Modern meth¬ 
ods are being employed in the train¬ 
ing of South Africa’s youthful peace¬ 
time army—the Active Citizen Force 
—which it is proposed to build to a 
strength of about 24,000 men. 

Under the South African Defence 
Act, citizens of European descent be¬ 
tween the ages of 17 and 25 ale 
liable to undergo training in cither 
the land forces, air force or South 
African Naval Service. An encourag¬ 
ing feature of the post-war revival 
of the Active Citizen Force is the 
large number of recruits. Although 
youth are required to register for 
training at the age of 17 they need 
not begin their four years' service 
until they become 21. 

At Potchefstroon in the Transvaal, 
the biggest training centre in the 
Union, a new organization has been 
established as a separate unit. Here 
experienced permanent force instruc¬ 
tors staff the training depot. 

The permanent force—the regular 
army of the Union Defence Force— 
maintains key personnel in Active 
Citizen Force Units and in training 
establishments. 

Training is in two phases. In the 
first two weeks the recruits will be 
in the hands of permanent force in¬ 
structors and in the second phase, 
unit commanding officers will be re¬ 
sponsible for training programs, 
which will have the prior approval of 
the brigade group headquarters. 

Individual training is aimed at, and 
the squads of men will be kept small. 
As a senior officer said “we have 
learned that every man is an indi¬ 
vidual with a different, background, 
outlook and ambitions." 

The training at the depot compris¬ 
es squad drill, rifle exercises, platoon 
drill, guards and sentries, musketry, 
field craft and battle exercises. Some 
specialists’ units like artillery are 
[given gun drill and are instructed in 
i the maintenance of equipment and 
j the engagement of targets. Lectures 
on a variety of subjects and demon¬ 
strations are also given. 

The men are trained to use the 
latest military weapons. New equip- 
[ ment has been imported from the 
Middle East and Italy.

For inexperienced employees the 
new minimum wage was placed at 
27 cents the first two months of em¬ 
ployment, compared to 20 cents un¬ 
der previous regulations. It provided 
for three cent increases every three 
months until the 36 cent minimum 
was reached. 

The increases were based on a 44- 
hour work-week as compared to the 
previous 48-hour work-week. 

For rural female employees the 
rate for inexperienced" workers was 
increased from 16 tents an hour to 
25 cents an hour, rising to a mini¬ 
mum of 33 cents an hour for exper-
